according to feveral Authors; and then W4i- 
temburg , from the Wilses a Northern Nation, 
who took, and burnt it, and afterwagjs re- 
built it for their Security. The Wiltes were 
driven from that City by the Franks or French 
in the Seventh Century; and then it was 
call’d Utrecht from Oude Trecht, Two Words 
that fignify Old or Ancient Paffage. St. Wile 
brode, an Englifhb Monk, having converted the 
Inhabitants of Urrecht to the Chriftian Faith, 
was the firft Bifhop of that City in the Year 
654. Charles Martel beftowed upon him for 


himfelf, and his Succeffors, the Propriety of 


that Town and its Territory. That See 
was filled up, after Wilebrorde, by Sixty one 
Bifhops , the laft of which was Frederick V. 
of the Noble Family of the S:bencks of Tau 
temburg , who took Poffeffion of bis Bifhop- 
rick in the Year 1559. I fhould be very 


well pleafed to find in this Book a Series of 


Proteftant Bifhops from the Time of the 
Reformation to this Day: Their Lives 


would appear more edifying than thofe of 


moft of their Predeceffors. 

The greateft Pare of this Hiftory concerns 
the Wars, in which the Bifhops of Utrecht 
were frequently engaged, either with their 
Neighbours, or with their own Subjects. 
An Account of thofe Wars would not be 
very acceptable to my Readers; and there- 
fore I fhall be contented to infert here the 
Three following Paflages. 


1.“ The Year 1170 (fays the Author) 
proved very fatal to the City and Province 
of Utrecht by fuch a prodigious Overflow. 
ing of the Sea, that the Waters reached 
“ the very Walls of the City, and che In- 
‘* habitants took feveral Fifhes, which are 
only to be found in the Ocean. Some 
“ believe that the moft confiderable Mouth 
** of the Rhine which fell into the Sea at 
Catwick, Two Leagues diftant from Ley- 
den, was then {topped by that Inundation. 
What is moft furprizing, is, that this ex- 
traordinary Overflowing going off in a 
“* few Days, about the latter End of the 
“ fame Year, great Claps of Thunder were 
“* heard, and the Air grew fo hot that the 
“ Meadows became green, and the Trees 
“* appeared full of Leaves and Bloffoms, in 
fo much that the next Year, in the Begin- 
ning of February, the Birds had already 
hatched their young ones, and the Wea- 
ther was as miid as it ufes to be in May. 
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“ Some Days after, there happened 
‘* Inundation , fo dreadful that Trees were 
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rooted out, and Houfes deftroyed by the 
“Violence of the Waves. Every Bod 
‘€ chought the World was at End ; and md 
** Country People, not knowing whither to 
“ fly for a Shelter, perithed in the Waves A 
Pag. 53, 5 4- 


2. Florent, the LIft Bifhop of Werechs, took 
Poffeflion of his Bifhoprick in the Year 
1379- That Prelate being informed, that 
** one Matshew was lately dead in the Here. 
fy of the Lodards, ordered his Body to be 
dug up and burnt before his Palace , and 
the Athes to be thrown into the Ditches 
of the City. He alfo tried a Man, who 
falfly affuming the Title of Bithop, 
had ferved the Archbifhops of Mentz and 
Triers in that Quality, conferring Holy 
Orders , aad exercifing all the Funcions 
belonging to the Epifcopal Dignity, for 
which he made Ufe of a fuppofiritious 
Letter from the Pope. Florent havin 
called Six other Bifhops co Usrecht , they 
condemned him to die in boiling Water, 
However this ‘’unifhment was not put in 
its full Execution: + he horrid Cries of 
the Patient moved the Bifhop to put an 
End to his Torment, by cutting off his 
** Head”, Pag 115. 
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3. Philip, Admiral of the Low Countries, 
was made Bifhop of Utrecht in the Year 
1517. being above Fifty Years of Age.

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He had been fo much addi- 
é&ted to Women, that he could not believe 
that a Man of a ftrong Conftitution, free 
from Bufinefs, and in good Circumftances, 
“ fhould be able to obferve the Law of Ce- 
 libacy. Wherefore he ufed to laugh, 
‘‘ when he was told that fuch and fuch 
“ Clergymen lived a chaft Life; and he had 
“a better Opinion of thofe who kept Con-

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exprefled no Indignation againft them, be- 
ing contented to fay, that he hoped to fee, 
“* before he died, the Law of Celibacy abo-

philip was a Man of Learning, and, if Iam 
not miftaken, the moft Learaed of all rhe 
Bifhops of Urrecht. He had read all the 
Ancient and Modern Hiftorians; and his 
Mafters explained to him in his Youth all 


the Claffical Authors. He loved Reading, 
aad the Converfation of Men of Letters. 
Sometimes he allowed his Courtiers to rail 
at one another, Whilft they fae at Table: Ie 
was a Piece of Cunning, which he made 
Ufe of to find out cheir Faults, withoue 
feeming to have any fuch Defign ; and then 
he cook fuch Meatfures as he judged moft 
proper,

F any one undertakes to publifh hereafter a 
new Colle&tion of Criticks upon the Holy 
Scripture, Mr, Surenbufias will make a great 
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Figure among them. He has raifed a dreads 
ful Battery againft the Jews: And becaufe 
there is another Sort of Mén, who are apt 
to make Ufe of their Weapons, I would ad- 
vife none of them to come near that Batte- 
ry; forit will do Mifchief. The Jews muft 
be forced to acknowledge for the time to 
come, that their Ancient DoStors, in the 
Days of rhe Apoftles, were a Pack of imper- 
tinent Men, or confefs that the Sacred Wri- 
ters of the New Teftament are not to blame 
for quoting the Paflages of the Old, as they 
have done Who would have thought, that 
Rabbinical and Talmud'cal Learning would 
have occafioned fuch an Excellent Perfor 
mance ? Mr. Surentufius may be faid to have 
raifed a Noble and Magnificent Building out 
of Materials, which appeared very contem- 
ptible and infignificant. To give the Rea- 
ders a juft Notion of this Work, I muft be- 
gin with the Author’s Preface. 

Thofe, fays Mr. Swrenhufius, who have any 
Skill in the Greek and Hebrew Languages, mult 
needs know that the Paflages of the Old 
Teftament, quoted in the New, do very 
much differ from the Hebrew Text; and 
therefore feveral Learned Men have attem- 
pted to reconcile them. Some, who exprefs 
a great Efteem for the Hebrew Tongue, have 
recourfe to the Original Text for that Pur- 
= ; but though they go to the Fountain- 

fead, they are not able to reconcile the Quo- 
tions inferted in the New Teftament. 
Ochers, being great Lovers of the Greck 
Tongue, pretend that thofe Paflages ought 
to be reconciled by the Greek Tranilation of 
the Septuagint. Some are of Opinion, that 
both the Hebrew Text and the Greek Verfion 
ought to be made Ufe of. Others affirm, 
that neither the Original Text, nor the 
Tranflation, can be of any Ufe , becaufe all 
the Paflages of the Old Teftameunt, cited-in - 
the New , were di&ated to the Sacred Wrie 
ters by the Holy Spirit. Some will have ie, 
that thofe Paffages have been corrupted by 
ignorant Tranfcribers. Others fay chat ma- 
ny Paflages are wrongly cited in the Gofpels, 
becaufe they were alledged by the Scribes , 
Pharifees, and Priefts, and even by the De- 
vil, who being Enemies to Chrift and the 
Chriftian Religion , endeavoured to weaken 

and difparage the Holy Scripture. Laftly, 


others believe that the Paflages of the Old 
Teftament were quoted carelefly and at ran- 
dom in the Beginning of Chriftianity ; fuch 
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+ Method being then fufficient for People of 
mean Capacities. This was St. Ferome’s Opi- 
nion: In qua fententia (fays our Author) di- 
uu; ille Hieronymus e§, quem hic nominare cogor, 
ne quis putaret, tam abfurdam fententiam a 
guoquam obfcuro © femidelo confitam effe , 
eamque in medium protuliffe fupervacaneum cffe. 
I have inferted thefe Latin Words, becaufe 
it appears from them that Mr. Swrembujius has 
a great Notion of St. Jerome, and looks up- 
on him asa very Eminent and truly Learned 
Father. This feftimony is the more valu- 
able, as coming from a Perfon thoroughly 
skill’d in the Hebrew Tongue. When will 
{ome Criticks begin to learn, that an Ancient 
Ecclefiaftical Writer may be a great Man, 
though he be guilty of feveral Miftakes ? 

Mr. Surenhufius tells us, chat when he came 
to confider the various Opinions of the 
Learned about the Paffages of the Old Tefta- 
ment quoted in the New, he was fill’d with 
Grief, not knowing where to fet his Foor, 
and being very much concerned, that what 
has been done with good Succefs upon pro 
fane Authors, could not be fo happily per- 
formed upon the Sacred Writers. 

Our Learned Author having had frequent 
Occafions to converfe with the Fcws, becaufe 
he has cultivated the Study of the Hebrew 
Tongue from his Youth, informs us, that 
he has heard fome fewifh Doktors refle& 
now and then uponthe New Teftament in a 
very haughty Manner, and effirm that it was 
plainly corrupted , fince it feldom or never 
—- with the Old Teftament. Some of 
chem were fo pofitive as to fay, they would 
profefs the Cariftian Religion, if any one 
could reconcile the Writings of the New 
Teftament with thofe of the Old. Mr. Su- 
renbufius was the more afflifted, when he 
heard fuch a bold Challenge, becaufe he 
knew not how to ftop the Mouths of thofe 
a and peremptory Rabbins. The thing 

ing of great Moment, he undertook to 
difcourfe about it with feveral Learned Men, 
and to look into the Writings of others, be- 
ing perfuaded that the Authors of the New 
Teftamenc had writ nothing , but what was 
agreeable to the Time wherein they lived,

Book. Mr. Surenbufus ask'd him , What he 
thought of the Paflages of the Old Tef,. 
ment quoted in the New? Whether the 
were rightly quoted, or not? And whether 
the Jews had any juft Reaton to cavil a 
them? Ac the fame time Mr. Surenhufius 
propofed to him Two or Three Paffages 
which have very much exercifed the mot 
Learned Chriftian Commentators The 
Rabbin having admirably explained thofe 
Paflages, to the great Surprize of our Au- 
thor, and confirmed his Explication by fe. 
veral Places of the Tamud, and by the 
Writings of the fewifo Commentators, and 
Allegorical Writers; Mr. Surenbufius asked 
him, What would be the beft Method to 
write a Treatife, inorder to vindicate the 
Paffages of the Old Teftament, which have 
been quoted in the New ? The Rabbinans 
{wered, that he thoughr the beft way of fuce 
ceeding in fuch an Undertaking would be to 
perufe a great Part of the Talmud, and the 
Allegorical and Lireral Commentaries of the 
moft Ancient fewifh Writers; to obferve 
their feveral ways of quoing and interpre. 
ting the Scripture ; and to colleét as many 
Materials of that Kind as would be fuffici. 
ent for chat Purpofe. Mr Surcuhufius cook 
the Hint immediately : He read feveral Parts 
of the Talmud; he perufed the other Fewif 
Books above-mentioned, and obferved every 
thing that might be fubfervient to his Defign. 
Having made a large Collection of thofe 
Materials, he put all his Thefes into Order, 
and digefted them into Four Books: The 
Firft whereof treats de Formulis allegandi, elue 
cidandi, & conciliands Scripturas : The Secondy 
de Modis allegandi: The  hird, de Modis in- 
terpretand;: And the Fourth, de Mods expo- 
nendi & conciliandi Genealogias. 

In o:der to vindicate and reconcile any 
Paflage of the Old Teftament quoted in the 
New, fays Mr Swurenhufius , one muft in the 
firft place obferve, what Form of quoting the 
Apoftles made Ufe of ; becaufe from thence 
one may immediately know, why they al- 
ledge the following Words in a certain man- 
ner, rather than in another, and why they 
depart more or lefs from the Hebrew ae 
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Thus a different Senfe is implied in each of 
the following Forms of quoting ufed by the 
Sacred Writers of the New Teftament: J+ 
has been faid: It is written: That it might be 
fulfilled which was fooken: The Scripture has 
been fulfilled: That the Scripture might be ful- 
filed: The Scripture fays: See what is faid: 
The Scripture forefeeing: Is it mot written: 
Wherefore he fays: Have you never read: What 
ays the Scripture: As he fpoke, &c. Befides , 
it ought to be confidered, why in thofe 
Quotations God is introduced under the 
Name of Lord, or God, or Holy Ghof, and 
fometimes the Writer himfelf, or the Scri- 
pture: And likewife, why the Perfons or 
Things, in Queftion, are introduced f{peak- 
ing. Laftly, ic ought to be obferved, when 
and why a Paffage of the Old Teftamenr is 
alledged in the New without any previous 
Form of quoting ? And why fome Tradici- 
ons, and Hiftories almoft forgotten, are 
fometimes occafionally brought in, as if the 
made Part of Scripture? The Author dit 
courfes of all seth Ciiens in the firft Book. 
Thefe Obfervations muft needs appear whol- 
ly new to the Readers, 


In the Id Book, de Meds aileganai, the 
Author fhews that the Books of the Old 
Feftament have been difpofed in a different 
Order at different Times , and have had dif- 
ferent Names; which is the Reafon why a 
Weiter, or a Book, is fometimes confounded 
with another in the New feftament. Be- 
fides, Mr. Surewbufias difcovers ‘feveral Rea- 
fons why che Sacred Writers of the New 
Teftament might, and even were obliged to 
alledge the Paflages of the Old Teftament 
otherwife than they are expreffed in the O- 
riginal, viz. bécaufe the Ancient Hebrew 
Doétors affirmed, that in the Time of the 
Mefias fome obfcure and difficult Paflages of 
Scripture fhould be cleared, the Improprie- 
ty of Words mended, the Intricacy of the. 
Style removed, Words difpofed in a better 
Order, and a Myftical Senfe drawn out of 
the Literal, that the Veil being taken away, 
Truth might plainly appear to every Body. 
The Author infers from thence, chat the 
jews cannot reafonably find Fault with the 
Apoftles for beatings —— Senfe upon 
feveral Paflages of the Old Teftament. In 
the next place, he fhews that the Jewish 
Dottors take a prodigious Liberty in quo. 
ting the Scripture, and gives feveral Inftan- 
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cesof it. The laft is very remarkable , and 
made Mr. Swrenkufius very angry with the 
Rabbins. But, fays he, pofeaquam eximinum 
DofForem nofirum Paulum in epifiola [ua ad Ro- 
manos, cap. 1V. 18. idem feciffe animadverti/- 


fem, bilts mea fe non nihil remifit, animefque 
ab iracundia conquievit, 


In the HId Book , de Modis interpretand: 
Scriptures Sacras, the Readers will find, how 
the Authors of the Gemara, and the Anci- 
ent Allegorical Writers, and others, inter- 
preted the Scripture in fuch a Manner, as to 
change the mean Literal Senfe of the Words 
into a Noble and Spiritual Senfe. To char 
end, the Jewifh Do&tors ufed Ten Ways of 
explaining the Old Teftamene. Mr. Saren- 
bufius gives us an Account of their Method. 
The Paffage being both curious and impor- 
tant, I fhall fet ic down at length ; and J 
think the Readers will not blame me for not 
tranflating it.

Mr. Surenhufius adds, that the Ancient

Jaid afide, and a Myftical or Allegorical 
Senfe ought to be preferred to it. The 
Author makes fome other Obfervations, that 
are worth reading.

and the Pra&ices of their Anceftors, 
2 There is fo great a Conformity between 
the Quotations of the Old Teftament, in 
the Writings of the Evangelifts and Apoftles 

and in thofe of the Ancient Jewish Authors, 
(as one may plainly fee from Mr. Swrenbufins's 
Book,) that it cannot be afcribed to mere 
Chance, and no body can deny with any 
Shew of Reafon , that the fame Method of 
quoting and expounding the Scripture pre. 
vailed among the Fews in the Time of the, 
Sacred Writers of the New. Teftament. 

Mr, Surenbufius has undertaken to explain 
and reconcile all the Quotations out of the:

Huanus has immortalized his Name by 
writing the Hiftory of his Time. I 
wonder the French have not a compleat Tran- 
flation of ‘that Excellent Work in their own 
Language. Some London-Bookfellers defign- 
ed heretofore to get that Hiftory tranflated 
into Englifh ; but that Proje& was laid afide. 
A Faithful and Elegant Verfion of that No- 
ble Performance would enrich a Bookfeller, 
efpecially if it was publifhed in a Time fa- 
vourable to the Mufes. Thwanus, not con- 
tented to give us the Hiftory of his Time, 
did alfo publith his own Life, wherein he 
has inferted feveral Curious Particulars not 
to be found in the large Hiftory. Nothing 
could have been more proper, than Co tran- 
flate that Life into French for the Publick 
Good ; and it were to be wifhed we had 
an Englifh Tranflation of it. No one can 
read the Life of Thuanus, without concci- 
ving a fingular Efteem for the Author, who 
was one of the moft Worthy Men that ever 
France produced; and that Piece deferves to 
be put into the Hands of young Gentlemen. 
ic will improve their Judgment, infpire 
them with Noble Sentiments, and raife in 
their Minds a fincere Love for Virtue and 
Probity. 

Before I give a further Account of that 
Life , I mutt obferve that Thuanus’s Preface 
to his large Hiftory, which is juftly accoun- 
ted a Maiter.piece # in its Kind , has been 
alfo printed in this Volume.

““ medies for fuch a Difeafe are a found 
Do&rine , and a conftant Inftrudion, 
which -eafily get into the Soul, when ar. 
“ tended with Mildnefs. Every ching yields 
to the Supreme Authority of the Prince : 
Religion oe is not to be commanded, 
and never infinuates it felf into the Mind, 
bue when a Man is prepared to receive it 
out of Love for Truth fupported by the 
** Grace of God. Capital Punidhments are 
** of no Ufe to produce fuch an Effe&: In- 
ftead of perfuading, they do but exafpe- 
rate, and increafe Obftinacy. 
“ What the Stoicks faid of their Wifdom, 
may be better applied to Religion.

“* *Tis therefore in vain to pretend to 
“* ftifle by Torments the Zeal of thofe, 
* who undertake to make Innovations in 
** Religion Such a Method is only proper 
&* eo heighten their Conftancy, and enables 
“ them co do greater Efforts. When new 
* @nes arife out of the Afhes of thofe, 
* who have been put to Death ; when their 
** Number increafes; their Patience turns 
** into Fury: Whereas before they were 
‘* mere Suppliants, they grow earneft and 
“* bold; and after they have ran away from 
“* Death, they no longer fcruple to take up 
. Arms. 

“ This we have feen in France within 
* ehefe Forty Years, and the fame has been 
“ practifed in the Low-Countries. In fhort, 
** things have been brought to fuch Extre. 
* ities, that 'tis not to be hoped the Exe- 
** cution of a few People can put a Stop ro 
“ che Evil, as perhaps it might have done 
* at firft. But now that itis fpread over 
“* whole Nations, which make up the great- 
** eft Part of Europe, it were in vain to ufe 
‘* the Sword of the Magiftrate: We ought 
“ to ule only the Sword of the Word of 
* God, and endeavour to bring over by 
“ moderate Converfations and amicable 
“ Conferences thofe, who can no longer be 
‘ compelled. to come in. 

** Such was St. 4ufin’s Method, when he 
 writto Preculien, a Denatiff Bilhop, &:”. 
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“If Epicuras , whofe Philofophy is other- 
“« wife fo much cried down by other Philo- 
“ fophers, fays of a wife Man, that though 
“he be fhut up in Paalaris’s Bull, he will 
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What follows is worth reading, but 

to be inferted here, The sick Moderate 
of Thuanus brought upon him the Hatred of. 
the French Clergy , who vented a Thoufand 
Calumnies againft him, as it ‘appears from 
his Life, 

Thuanus , as I have already faid , Was a 
Man of great Judgment and Learning: He 
travelled into the Low. Countries. Italy, and 
Germany ,and into all the Parts of Franc 7 
and was employed in feveral important Ne. 
gotiations. we the many Curious Paf. 
fages contained in his Life, I thall only take 
Notice of the following. 


1. Thuanus being at Rome with Paul de Foix, 
the latter gave a Vilit to Cardinal 2rsjper ae 
Santa Croce. and asked him his Advice rv gee 
out of a Law-Suit to his Honour, and wich 
out faHing out with the Pope. One Day 
the Cardinal carried him and Thuanus to his 
Villa, and {poke to Paul de Foix in the fol- 
lowing Manner. “‘ Sir, I muft difcover to 
“€ you a Secret, that is kepe with a moft re- 
“ ligious Silence, and acquaint you with 
“ the Spirit of chis Court, and cheir Seve» 
“ rity co Strangers, when these is an Occae 
** fion for it, and they have nothing to fear, 
** They are never better pleafed, than when 
“ chey can entangle and perplex, by their 
long Delays and Proceedings, a Perfon of 
Diftin&tion, who fubmits to their Judg- 
ment. Ic makes a great Noife in the 
“ World, and begets in che Minds of the. 
‘* People a great Kefpe& for theit Autho- 
rity: But fuch a Severity is only ufed ac- 
cording as Weaknefs or Fear, arifing from 
Religion, allows of it. Whenever a 
Prince is fo fteddy and refolute as to re- 
fufe to do a mean thing, they have recourfe 
to addrefs and diffembling, without any 
Rigour. Know therefore that the Refpett 
paid to this Court, is only grounded upon 
the Opinion of Men and their Patience. 
What would deftroy other States, as it has 
been rightly obferved by that crafty Fle 
rentin, keeps up the Power and Authority 
of the Court of Rome. What I tell you 
is a Sign of my Confidence in you; 4 
I rely upon your Difcretion , and that of 
the Perfon who accompanies you, though 
he be a young Man: Pray, let no body. 
know it. Iam forry you did not confult 
me at firft: You might have avoided by 


“ a good Condutt what you will have moet 
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* sdo to make up by your Submiffion™. 
This Difcourfe of Cardinal de Sante Croce 
was attended with a very Curious Story, 
which the Readers may fee in the Book,

2. Inthe Year 1574. Thuanus being at Fh- 
rence, and remembring that Muretus Was €X- 
tremely defirous to fee the diftory of Zoxi- 
mus, and thet he could never fee the Copy 
lodged in tne Library of the Vatican, defired 
paul de Foix to obtain from the Great Duke, 
that he might have the Copy of Florence for 
fome Months: Which was immediately 
granted. But when it cameto be known, 
that Piws V had forbidden to read that Hi- 
ftory at Florence as well as at Rome, the Great 
Duke refufed to lend it “ The Anger of 
‘“ Zozimus sgainft the Chriftians , ata Time 
‘© when Superftition prevailed (till, and his 
 Saryrical Refle@ions upon Theodofius and 
‘* Conftantin, weie always prefene to the 
“ Mind of the pious old Man”; and he 
was afraid the reading of fuch a Book might 
be attended with ill Confequences. 


3. Inthe Year 1589 Schomberg, Thuanus, 
and fome other Gentlemen came to Mande, 
the Capital City of Givaudan, and were 
nobly entertained by the Bifhop. At their 
firft Meal they obferved, not without fome 
Surprife, thaec every Fowl or wild Fowl, 
brought up to the Table, wanted the Head, 
or a Wing, ora Leg, or fome other Part. 
My Lord, faid rhofe Gentlemen, how comes 
it thac none of your Fowls are entire ? 
Gentlemen, replied the Bifhop, you mutt 
forgive the Gluttony of my Purveyor, who 
never fails co tafte every thing, before it is 
brought up tome. His Guefts ask’'d him, 
Who was that Purveyor; and then he went 
onthus. In thefe Mountains, faid he, which 
are none of the moft barren in the King. 
dom, Eagles ufe to make their Aires in the 
Hollow of fome high Rock, that can hardly 
be reached with Ladders and Grappling- 
Irons. As foon as the Shepherds perceive ir, 
they build a Lodge at the Foot of the Rock, 
to fecure themfelves from the Fury of thofe 
dangerous Birds, when they bring their 
Prey to their young ones. The Male does 
not forfake them for the Space of Three 
Months, and the Female does not leave the 
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Aire, as long as the young Eagle has not 
Strength enough to come outofit. During 
all that time both of them go plundering 
about: They get Capons, Hens, Ducks, 
and every thing chey can find in Yards, and 
even fometimes Lambs, Kids, and Pigs, 
which they carry to their young ones. Buc 
their greateft Plunder is in the Fields, 
where they take Pheafants, Partridges , 
Wood-Hens, Wild Ducks, and Hares. As 
foon as the Shepherds perceive the Father 
and Mother are gone abroad, they quickly 
climb up upon the Rock, and take away 
what che Eagles have brought to their young 
ones, leaving in the room of it the Guts of 
fome Animals. But becaufe they cannot do 
this before the Eagles, or the young ones, 
have eaten fome Part of it, this is the Rea- 
fon why every thing brought up to my 
Table isthus mangled. However it has a 


much better Tafte, than what is fold at the 
Market. 


The Bifhop added ,. that when the young 
Eagle is. ftrong enough to fly away, ( which 
happens but late, becaufe it hag been depri- 
ved of its Food,) the Shepherds chain it up, 
that the Father and Mother may continue to 
bring fome Prey, till they couple, and for- 
Bet it entirely. And then the Shepherds 
eave the young one there, or bring it home - 
out of Pity. 


Thus the Bifhop’s Table was provided by 
fuch Purveyors, and even by Vuleures. 
Thuanus had the Curiofity to fee thofe Ezgles, 
and went up to an Aire through a very dif- 
ficult Way. The young Eagle was chained 
up» The Mother came quickly after, 
brought a Pheafane to her young one, and 
immediately went away for more Prey. 
Thwanus, and thofe who attended him, hid 
themfelves in a {mall Lodge to avoid her Fu- 
ry ; for the Peafants told them, that thofe 
mifchievous Birds had torn off fome young 
People, who looked for thofe Aires, with- 
out any Caution. 


The Bifhop affured his Guefts, that Three 
or Four of thofe Nefts were almoft fuffici- 
ent for him to keep a very Noble Table all. 
the Year round.

Ferome writ a 
Commentary upon 730d ; for he himfelf 
owns it in his Commentary # upon - 
mos, Chap.

Coluber, /* he , qui in 
prefenti loco Nohes, in Fob appellatur Levia- 
than. De cujus natura © terrore multiplici in 
ph Volumine diximus. *Tis true that in his 
atalogue.t of Ecclefiaftical Wrirers, where- 
in he mentions his Works , he takes no No. 
tice of that Commentary : But chis Paffage 
cannot be alledged as a Proof againft it,fince 
he has omitted there fome other Commen- 
taries written by him ; for which he gives

this Reafon.; Se multa alia de opere propketali 

habere in manibus, quae nondum fint expleta. 
The Queftion is, whether that Commen. 
tary is ftill extant. ‘There isa Commentary 
upon Job, among St. Jerome’s Works, Tom. 
VIL. but the Criticks are now agreed that it 
is falfly afcribed to that Father , and rather 
believe it was written by Bede. Mark “Mei- 
bomius Prerences to have the true Commen- 
tary of Sc. Jerome upon Job ; and a Speci- 
men of it has been inferted in the Aa Eru- 
ditorum, But it isnot a Produftion of that 
Father, as may be proved by feveral Reafons. 
I. Sc. Jerome ufes to mention in the Prefaces 
to his Commenteries, thofe, who undertook 
to write upon the fame Book before him ; 
but there is no fuch thing in the Prologue 
to chat Manufcript, though feveral Authors 
commented upon 70d before St. ferome, fuch 
as Didymus , Origen , St. Hilary , &c. as he 
himfelf obferves in his Catalogue: IL. St. 
Jerome does frequently quote in his Com 
mentarics 
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mentaries the Tranflations of the LXX. 
symmachus, Aquila, and Theodotiow, and alfo 
the Hebrew Text ; but there is no fuch Quo- 
tation in Meibomius’s Manufcript. III. There 
are in St. Jerome's Commentaries fome Ex- 
plications of feveral Pafflages in job, altoge- 
ther contrary to thofe of that Manufcript. 
IV. The Author of the Manufcript Com. 
mentary fays upon the XXVIII. Chapter, 
v. 7. that Angels were created within the 
fix Days of the Creation ; angelos. fuiffe prie 
mos in tempore creatos , non in initio; but Sc. 
terome lays they were created before this. 
World , Comment.ad Tit. 1, 2. Sex millig nec 
dum nofiri orbss implentur anni , © quantas fe- 
culorum origines fuiffe arbitrandum eft, in qui- 
bus angeli, throni, dominationes, cetereqgue vir 
tutes fervierint Deo , GO abfque temporum vici- 
bus atque menfuris Deo jubente fubjiferint. 
This was the Opinion of other Ecclefiafti- 
cal Writers , whofe Paflages have been quo- 
ted by Francifeus Meffanenfisin his Explicatio 
diffciliorum locorum tieronymi, under the 
Word Angelus, ( Num. 1V.) V. The Au- 
thor of that Maputcript appeals to the Fa- 
thers of the Church. Such a thing is not 
to he found in the Writings of St. Jerome, 
nor was it practiced in his time. 

Rebanus Maurus feems to be the Author of 
that Commentary. There is among St. #e- 
rome’s Works a Commentary upon the La- 
mentations, which is not only afcribed to Ra- 
banus Maurus, but alfo printed’ with his 
Works.
